AN ACT Relating to chemical dependency treatment for offenders;1

amending RCW 9.94A.360; reenacting and amending RCW 9.94A.320; adding2

a new section to chapter 70.96A RCW; adding a new section to chapter3

9.94A RCW; adding a new section to chapter 43.135 RCW; adding a new4

section to chapter 43.20A RCW; creating new sections; prescribing5

penalties; providing an effective date; and declaring an emergency.6

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:7

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that community safety8

and health are promoted and tax dollars are saved when offenders who9

abuse drugs are provided with effective treatment programs. The10

legislature further finds that appropriate substance abuse treatment is11

effective, but that adult offenders with substance abuse problems often12

do not have access to the treatment needed to help them live healthier,13

more stable, and productive lives.14

The legislature intends to increase the capacity of the criminal15

justice system to provide access to appropriate substance abuse16

treatment, at the local level, for all types of offenders who are17

diagnosed with substance abuse problems. The legislature intends to18

fund the increased access by sentencing drug offenders commensurate to19

the seriousness of their offenses while continuing to punish offenders1

who manufacture methamphetamine or sell drugs for profit at current2

levels.3

It is the intent of the legislature to ensure, as much as possible,4

that the treatment is effective by requiring the use of research proven5

and approved treatment programs under chapter 70.96A RCW. At the same6

time, through a distribution formula and grants, the legislature7

intends to provide counties with the flexibility to tailor their8

approach and seek local solutions to treatment issues while providing9

adequate oversight to make sure that funds are effectively used.10

RCW 9.94A.360 and 2000 c 28 s 15 are each amended to read24

as follows:25

The offender score is measured on the horizontal axis of the26

sentencing grid. The offender score rules are as follows:27

The offender score is the sum of points accrued under this section28

rounded down to the nearest whole number.29

(1) A prior conviction is a conviction which exists before the date30

of sentencing for the offense for which the offender score is being31

computed. Convictions entered or sentenced on the same date as the32

conviction for which the offender score is being computed shall be33

deemed "other current offenses" within the meaning of RCW 9.94A.400.34

(2) Class A and sex prior felony convictions shall always be35

included in the offender score. Class B prior felony convictions other36

than sex offenses shall not be included in the offender score, if since37

the last date of release from confinement (including full-time38
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residential treatment) pursuant to a felony conviction, if any, or1

entry of judgment and sentence, the offender had spent ten consecutive2

years in the community without committing any crime that subsequently3

results in a conviction. Class C prior felony convictions other than4

sex offenses shall not be included in the offender score if, since the5

last date of release from confinement (including full-time residential6

treatment) pursuant to a felony conviction, if any, or entry of7

judgment and sentence, the offender had spent five consecutive years in8

the community without committing any crime that subsequently results in9

a conviction. Serious traffic convictions shall not be included in the10

offender score if, since the last date of release from confinement11

(including full-time residential treatment) pursuant to a felony12

conviction, if any, or entry of judgment and sentence, the offender13

spent five years in the community without committing any crime that14

subsequently results in a conviction. This subsection applies to both15

adult and juvenile prior convictions.16

(3) Out-of-state convictions for offenses shall be classified17

according to the comparable offense definitions and sentences provided18

by Washington law. Federal convictions for offenses shall be19

classified according to the comparable offense definitions and20

sentences provided by Washington law. If there is no clearly21

comparable offense under Washington law or the offense is one that is22

usually considered subject to exclusive federal jurisdiction, the23

offense shall be scored as a class C felony equivalent if it was a24

felony under the relevant federal statute.25

(4) Score prior convictions for felony anticipatory offenses26

(attempts, criminal solicitations, and criminal conspiracies) the same27

as if they were convictions for completed offenses.28

(5)(a) In the case of multiple prior convictions, for the purpose29

of computing the offender score, count all convictions separately,30

except:31

(i) Prior offenses which were found, under RCW 9.94A.400(1)(a), to32

encompass the same criminal conduct, shall be counted as one offense,33

the offense that yields the highest offender score. The current34

sentencing court shall determine with respect to other prior adult35

offenses for which sentences were served concurrently or prior juvenile36

offenses for which sentences were served consecutively, whether those37

offenses shall be counted as one offense or as separate offenses using38

the "same criminal conduct" analysis found in RCW 9.94A.400(1)(a), and39
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if the court finds that they shall be counted as one offense, then the1

offense that yields the highest offender score shall be used. The2

current sentencing court may presume that such other prior offenses3

were not the same criminal conduct from sentences imposed on separate4

dates, or in separate counties or jurisdictions, or in separate5

complaints, indictments, or informations;6

(ii) In the case of multiple prior convictions for offenses7

committed before July 1, 1986, for the purpose of computing the8

offender score, count all adult convictions served concurrently as one9

offense, and count all juvenile convictions entered on the same date as10

one offense. Use the conviction for the offense that yields the11

highest offender score.12

(b) As used in this subsection (5), "served concurrently" means13

that: (i) The latter sentence was imposed with specific reference to14

the former; (ii) the concurrent relationship of the sentences was15

judicially imposed; and (iii) the concurrent timing of the sentences16

was not the result of a probation or parole revocation on the former17

offense.18

(6) If the present conviction is one of the anticipatory offenses19

of criminal attempt, solicitation, or conspiracy, count each prior20

conviction as if the present conviction were for a completed offense.21

When these convictions are used as criminal history, score them the22

same as a completed crime.23

(7) If the present conviction is for a nonviolent offense and not24

covered by subsection (11) or (12) of this section, count one point for25

each adult prior felony conviction and one point for each juvenile26

prior violent felony conviction and 1/2 point for each juvenile prior27

nonviolent felony conviction.28

(8) If the present conviction is for a violent offense and not29

covered in subsection (9), (10), (11), or (12) of this section, count30

two points for each prior adult and juvenile violent felony conviction,31

one point for each prior adult nonviolent felony conviction, and 1/232

point for each prior juvenile nonviolent felony conviction.33

(9) If the present conviction is for a serious violent offense,34

count three points for prior adult and juvenile convictions for crimes35

in this category, two points for each prior adult and juvenile violent36

conviction (not already counted), one point for each prior adult37

nonviolent felony conviction, and 1/2 point for each prior juvenile38

nonviolent felony conviction.39

(10) If the present conviction is for Burglary 1, count prior1

convictions as in subsection (8) of this section; however count two2

points for each prior adult Burglary 2 or residential burglary3

conviction, and one point for each prior juvenile Burglary 2 or4

residential burglary conviction.5

(11) If the present conviction is for a felony traffic offense6

count two points for each adult or juvenile prior conviction for7

Vehicular Homicide or Vehicular Assault; for each felony offense count8

one point for each adult and 1/2 point for each juvenile prior9

conviction; for each serious traffic offense, other than those used for10

an enhancement pursuant to RCW 46.61.520(2), count one point for each11

adult and 1/2 point for each juvenile prior conviction.12

(12) If the present conviction is for ((a drug offense))13

manufacture of methamphetamine count three points for each adult prior14

((felony drug offense)) manufacture of methamphetamine conviction and15

two points for each juvenile ((drug)) manufacture of methamphetamine16

offense. All other adult and juvenile felonies are scored as in17

subsection (8) of this section if the current drug offense is violent,18

or as in subsection (7) of this section if the current drug offense is19

nonviolent.20

(13) If the present conviction is for Willful Failure to Return21

from Furlough, RCW 72.66.060, Willful Failure to Return from Work22

Release, RCW 72.65.070, or Escape from Community Custody, RCW23

72.09.310, count only prior escape convictions in the offender score.24

Count adult prior escape convictions as one point and juvenile prior25

escape convictions as 1/2 point.26

(14) If the present conviction is for Escape 1, RCW 9A.76.110, or27

Escape 2, RCW 9A.76.120, count adult prior convictions as one point and28

juvenile prior convictions as 1/2 point.29

(15) If the present conviction is for Burglary 2 or residential30

burglary, count priors as in subsection (7) of this section; however,31

count two points for each adult and juvenile prior Burglary 132

conviction, two points for each adult prior Burglary 2 or residential33

burglary conviction, and one point for each juvenile prior Burglary 234

or residential burglary conviction.35

(16) If the present conviction is for a sex offense, count priors36

as in subsections (7) through (15) of this section; however count three37

points for each adult and juvenile prior sex offense conviction.38
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(17) If the present conviction is for an offense committed while1

the offender was under community placement, add one point.2

NEW SECTION. Sec. 4. A new section is added to chapter 70.96A RCW3

to read as follows:4

(1) The criminal justice treatment account is created in the state5

treasury. Moneys in the account may be expended solely for substance6

abuse treatment for offenders against whom charges are filed by a7

prosecuting attorney in Washington state as well as to fund drug courts8

for the provision of drug and alcohol services for nonviolent9

offenders. Moneys in the account may be spent only after10

appropriation.11

(2) Revenues to the criminal justice treatment account consist of:12

(a) Savings to the state general fund resulting from reductions in drug13

offender sentencing as a result of sections 2 and 3, chapter . . .,14

Laws of 2001 (sections 2 and 3 of this act), as calculated pursuant to15

this section; and (b) any other revenues appropriated to or deposited16

in the account.17

(3)(a) The department of corrections, the sentencing guidelines18

commission, the office of financial management, and the caseload19

forecast council shall develop a methodology for calculating the20

projected biennial savings under this section. Savings shall be21

projected for the fiscal biennium beginning on July 1, 2003, and for22

each biennium thereafter. By December 1, 2001, the proposed23

methodology shall be submitted to the governor and the appropriate24

committees of the legislature. The methodology is deemed approved25

unless the legislature enacts legislation during the 2002 session to26

modify or reject the methodology.27

(b) When the department of corrections submits its biennial budget28

request to the governor in 2002, the department of corrections shall29

use the methodology approved in (a) of this subsection to calculate30

savings to the state general fund for the ensuing fiscal biennium31

resulting from reductions in drug offender sentencing as a result of32

sections 2 and 3, chapter . . ., Laws of 2001 (sections 2 and 3 this33

act). The department shall report the dollar amount of the savings to34

the office of financial management and the fiscal committees of the35

legislature.36

(c) For the fiscal biennium beginning July 1, 2003, and each fiscal37

biennium thereafter, in consideration of the dollar amount savings38
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reported under (b) of this subsection, the legislature shall direct the1

state treasurer to transfer an amount from the general fund into the2

criminal justice treatment account, divided into eight equal quarterly3

payments.4

(d) In each odd-numbered year, the legislature shall appropriate5

the amount transferred to the criminal justice treatment account in (c)6

of this subsection to the division of alcohol and substance abuse for7

the purposes of subsection (4) of this section.8

(4) Moneys appropriated to the division of alcohol and substance9

abuse from the criminal justice treatment account shall be distributed10

as specified in this subsection. The department shall serve as the11

fiscal agent for purposes of distribution.12

(a) Seventy percent of amounts appropriated to the division from13

the account shall be distributed to counties pursuant to the14

distribution formula adopted under this section. The division of15

alcohol and substance abuse, in consultation with the department of16

corrections, the sentencing guidelines commission, the Washington state17

association of counties, the Washington state association of drug court18

professionals, the superior court judges’ association, representatives19

of the criminal defense bar, and any other person deemed by the20

division to be necessary, shall establish a fair and reasonable21

methodology for distribution to counties of moneys in the criminal22

justice treatment account. County plans submitted for the expenditure23

of formula funds must be approved by the panel established in (b) of24

this subsection.25

(b) Thirty percent of the amounts appropriated to the division from26

the account shall be distributed as grants for purposes of treating27

offenders against whom charges are filed by a county prosecuting28

attorney. The division shall appoint a panel of representatives from29

the Washington association of prosecuting attorneys, the Washington30

association of sheriffs and police chiefs, the superior court judges’31

association, the Washington state association of counties, the32

Washington defender’s association, the department of corrections, and33

the division. The panel shall award the grants to eligible counties34

that have submitted plans pursuant to (a) of this subsection and shall35

approve expenditure plans for grant funds. The panel shall attempt to36

ensure that treatment as funded by the grants is available to offenders37

statewide.38
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(5) The county chemical dependency specialist, county prosecutor,1

county sheriff, county superior court, and a member of the criminal2

defense bar shall jointly submit a plan for disposition of all the3

funds provided from the criminal justice treatment account within that4

county. The funds shall be used solely to provide approved alcohol and5

substance abuse treatment pursuant to RCW 70.96A.090.6

(6) Counties are encouraged to consider regional agreements for the7

efficient delivery of treatment under this section.8

(7) Moneys allocated under this section shall be used to9

supplement, not supplant, other federal, state, and local funds used10

for substance abuse treatment.11

NEW SECTION. Sec. 5. A new section is added to chapter 9.94A RCW12

to read as follows:13

The sentencing guidelines commission, as part of the comprehensive14

review and evaluation of state sentencing policy, shall address the15

appropriate sentencing and treatment of drug offenders and other16

offenders with substance abuse problems, with specific reference to the17

length of sentences, the needs and provision for inpatient and18

outpatient treatment that is proven and economically feasible, and the19

appropriate degree of offender supervision during substance abuse20

treatment.21

NEW SECTION. Sec. 6. The Washington state institute for public22

policy shall evaluate the effectiveness and financial impact of this23

act in meeting its stated purpose and intent.24

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. A new section is added to chapter 43.135 RCW25

to read as follows:26

RCW 43.135.035(4) does not apply to the transfers established in27

section 4 of this act.28

NEW SECTION. Sec. 8. A new section is added to chapter 43.20A RCW29

to read as follows:30

The department of social and health services shall annually review31

and monitor the expenditures made by any county which is funded, in32

whole or in part, with funds provided by this act. Counties shall33

repay any funds that are not spent in accordance with the requirements34

of this act.35
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 9. If any provision of this act or its1

application to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the2

remainder of the act or the application of the provision to other3

persons or circumstances is not affected.4

NEW SECTION. Sec. 10. This act applies to crimes committed on or5

after July 1, 2001.6

NEW SECTION. Sec. 11. This act is necessary for the immediate7

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the8

state government and its existing public institutions, and takes effect9

July 1, 2001.10
